Stevenson’s advisers have con- 
vinced the Democratic presi- 
dential nominee that he must 
adopt for his campaign “an 
operating method that is cut 
close to the political cloth of 
the rhan he has accepted as his 
associate in this campaign, 
Harry Truman.”’ : 

Even as Nixon spoke, in a 
slashing statement issued through 
the Republican national commit- 
tee, Stevenson’s campaign man- 
ager was telling a nationwide 
television audience that the Dem- 
ocrats believe they have “a pos- 
sible chance” to take all 48 
states on Nov. 6. 

Nixon in his statement said he 
thought it was time .to “‘place in 
context’’ the charges and coun- 
ler-charges regarding what con- 
stitutes fair campaign tactics. 


PLAY ON PROSPERITY 
Stevenson, he said, had created 
the impression that “in a year 
of unparalleled prosperity we are 
on the brink of a depression.’’ 
“He infers,’’ Nixon went on, 
“that in a year of peace we have 
no peace. He has charged that 
in a period of unprecedented 
progress toward the goal of un- 
equalled opportunity for all 
Americans, we took ‘time out’ 
in the battle for human dignity. 
“Mr. Stevenson's _ ill-judged, 
ill-timed, ill-phrased remarks 
must not go unanswered.”

Britain Asks

Suez Tolls

7—Britain is urging the United 
States to take immediate action 
to stop American ships from pay- 
ing tolls to the Egyptian-con- 
trolled Suez Canal Authority. 

British sources said the request 
would be made at a meeting to 
night between Selwyn Lioyd, 
British foreign secretary and Sec- 
retary of State Dulles, The British 
want the United States to act in 
time to influence secret negotia- 
tions in the United States Secur- 
ity Council this week. 


'WOULD COLLAPSE 

(President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt said in Cairo that the 
United Nations would collapse if 
it supported the British-French 
plan for international operations 
of the Suez canal.) 

Ships of United States registry 
have paid tolls to the Egyptian- 
controlled authority since Cairo 
took over the company that 
operated the canal in July. How- 
ever, at the end of the second 
London conference on the Suez 
question last month, Dulles pro.n- 
ised to have the United States 
treasury order American ships 
to pay tolls only to the Suez 
Canal Users Association. The 
proposal for an association was 
approved at his suggestion. 


BLOCKED ACCOUNTS 

Since the association is not yet 
functioning, the British want the 
United States to follow the ex- 
ample of Britain and France, 
which in the meantime are re- 
quiring their shipping to pay tolls 
into blocked accounts in London 
and Paris. 

Although the number of ships 
of United States registry using 
the canal is small, the British 
believe that this demonstration 
of western solidarity is essential 
if any basis for negotiation with 
Egypt is to be found. Most Amer- 
ican-owned ships that use the 
canal are not of United States 
registry.

LONDON, Oct. 7 —Iran’s 
Shah Mohammed, who already 
has divorced one wife because 
she gave him no sons, soon may 
be forced to shed Empress 
Soraya: for the same reason, 
the Sunday Dispatch said today. 

The Dispatch said sources in 
Tehran already are mentioning 
Iran’s beautiful, 18-year-old 
Princess Manour as a possible 
successor to Soraya. 

Under Islamic law, the news- 
paper said, the Shah must 
either divorce a wife who bears 
him no sons in their first five 
years of marriage, or “‘take a 
second wife who will have the 
full rights of empress when 
she bears a son.”’ 

“Soraya has consulted gyne- 
cologists in the United States, 
Russia and Europe, and the 
Shah has carried out desperate 
political maneuvers to keep the 
wife he loves,” the Dispatch 
said.

His modern-day suc- 
cessor, Pope Pius XII, hailed him 
as a humble man who dared to 
stand against the mightiest ruler 
of this time, King Louis XIV of 
France. 

His time, said the pontiff was

ual rebirth by the gravity and 
vital nature of its disputes, by 
enormous dangers which threaten 
all.” 

Beatification means that by de- 
cree of the pope his predecessor 
has been proclaimed “blessed” 
and entitled to public religious 
honor. Beatification is the 
church’s second degree of sancity 
and usually is a step toward canon- 
ization—the process and ceremon- 
ial of enrollment among the saints. 
ON THE AIRWAVES 

The pontiff’s words were carried 
to the Basilica and to the world 
by Vatican radio, He began speak- 
ing immediately after his own

BORN IN 1611 


Innocent XI, born Benedetto 
Odescalchi on May 16, 1611, at 
Como, in northern Italy, was noted 
for his humility and the severity 
and modesty of his way of life. 

But his humility did not deter 
him from a fierce fight with’ the 
ruler of France, an antagonism 
that later slowed up the process 
for his beatification, inaugurated 
in 1714 just 25 years after his death 
on Aug. 12, 1689. 

“The newly beatified’s work of 
reform,” said Pope Pius XII “was 
most evident in the moral regener- 
ation of the city of Rome and in 
the administration of the whole of 
the ecclesiastical state.’”’

Atlanta and Georgia welcome the 
fifth annual conference of the U.S. Civil 
Defense Council which begins a four- 
day meeting here today. It is the largest 
and is expected to be one of the most 
significant of any such meetings yet held 
in calling attention to the confusion sur- 
rounding the program. 

Atlanta CD Director Elliott R. Jack- 
son is serving as president of the council 
this year. More than 500 city and county 
directors from all over the country will 
attend. They will discuss ideas and plans 
as well as needs and weaknesses of the 
present civil defense program. 

With the group will be the splendid 
core of the nation’s civil defense effort, 
most of them volunteers who have given 
unstintingly of time and effort in making 
plans for national survival should atomic 
attack come. They deserve the highest 
praise from the nation and from all their 
fellow citizens for their great service. 

The meeting is expected to be highly 
constructive. Speakers include Val Peter- 
son, federal civil defense administra- 
tor; Rep. Chet Hollifield of Cali- 
fornia, chairman of the congressional 
committee investigating civil defense, 
and other top national figures. 

It would be splendid to feel that the 
country’s civil defense program is ade- 
quate. Unfortunately, that is not the case.

Corn Bread Is Royal 
And Deserves lis Week 


Gov. Marvin Griffin has designated 
this week as “Corn Bread Week.” 

It is, as they say, a fitting thing 
to do. 

It was Indian corn which shaped the 
facial bones of English, Dutch, French, 
German and others into the “American 
faces.” It was Indian corn in the little 
clearings, newly hacked from the great 
forest, which enabled them to live. It 
was corn which gave the Pilgrim fathers 
life through the grim first winter when 
most of them died. It was corn which 
sustained the armies, the scouts and those 
who ventured westward into the un- 
known, 

The United States of America was 
founded on four foundation stones, the 
Bible, corn, the long rifle and the ax.

The flavor, and taste, should be nutty 
and sweet from the natural sugar in the 
corn. Let the governor obtain from honest 
cooks and give to the public a recipe for 
corn bread, hoe cake, pone and sticks.

State Revenue Commissioner Clarifies Data 


On Illicit Moonshining Operations in Georgia 


Atlanta—On the front page of 
The Atlanta Constitution of Oct. 
4 an article was carried giving the 
implication that Georgia was the 
leading state in moonshine opera- 
tions according to a federal re- 


port. 

As a resujt of a release by me 
trying to clarify this erroneous 
implication, an article was carried 
in The Atlanta Constitution Oct. 
5 indicating that I was in dispute 
with the figures released by the 
Federal Bureau, which was like- 
wise incorrect since the figures 
Guoted in my release on federal 
activities were taken from the 
federal report. : 

The top state on this regional 
report showed seizure of 261 stills 
against 114 in Georgia; 156,315 gal- 
lons of mash (at eight gallons of 
mash to produce a gallon of 
liquor, equals 19,559 gallons of 
liquor) destroyed in the top state 
against 57,781 gallons (at eight gal- 
lons of mash to produce a gallon of 
liquor, equals 7,222 gallons of li- 
quor) in Georgia; 165 persons ar- 
rested in the top state against 117 
in Georgia; 43 vehicles seized in 
the top state against 36. vehicles 
seized in Georgia; 299 cases made 
in the other state against 132 cases 
being made in Georgia, all of this 
by federal agents exclusive of 
activities of the Georgia Revenue 
Department. 

Since the Federal Bureau car- 
ries on the same style of enforce- 
ment program in each of the sev- 
er. states in this regional area 
and bases their top state on their 
seizures, it can clearly be seen 
that Georgia is producing, selling 
and consuming less than one-half 
the moonshine liquor of the top 
state in the nation. 

Even though events occurred 
vhich caused the seizure of more 
actual illicit liquor in Georgia 
during this period than in the top 
state, this fact does not reflect 
against the conclusion which can- 
not help but be reached in a study 
of the complete report. 

State Revenue Department 
agents in cooperation with fed- 
eral forces and local officers have 
been conducting a concerted drive 
since the first of last year to rid 
Georgia of this illicit liquor traffic 
and have succeeded to the extent 
that this illicit liquor traffic has

been reduced in Georgia by more 
than 50 per cent. 

The federal report was accurate 
but the analysis of the federal re- 
port giving to Georgia the dubious 
honor to which we are not en- 
titted was erroneous and we 
would appreciate the carrying of 
this letter in order to correct any 
erroneous impression.

What Newspapers 
Slant Election News? 


WASHINGTON—Adlai Stevenson sharply fo- 
cused attention upon the role of news media— 


dailies, weeklies and news 


in 


magazines—in presi- 
dential campaigns when he coined the phrase, ‘“‘the one-party press” 
in 1952. After some traveling with both candidates, here is an interim 


report on the 


present campaign thus far: 

(1) The overwhelming majority 
of daily and weekly newspapers 
will editorially support Eisen- 
hower and oppose Stevenson this 
fall as they did four years ago. 


(2) The publishers and news 
editors of these newspapers 
seem increasingly sensitive to the 
charge of bias in handling polit- 
ical news. A spokesman of the 
Stevenson staff, who has exam- 
ined a considerable cross-section 
of papers, told me that he 
thought the press was being more 
even-handed in covering the cam- 
paign this year than in 1952. 

(3) The percentage of pro-Ste- 
venson papers which tilt the em- 
phasis of their news columns to 
the candidate whom they are sup- 
porting editorially is certainly as 
great as the precentage of 
pro-Eisenhower papers who do 
the same thing. But because 
there are far more pro-Eisen- 
hower newspapers, the effect is 


much more disadvantageous to: 


the Democrats. 

In 1948, for example, 6 per 
cent of the daily papers endors- 
ing Gov. Dewey represented 
about 78 per cent of the nation’s 
total newspaper circulation, while 
the 75 per cent of the newspapers 
supporting Eisenhower four years 
ago comprised 80 per cent of all 
newspaper readers. 

Where I have traveled in the 
Midwest and Southwest recently 
I have noticed a few but not 
many examples of anti-Stevenson 
bias in handling campaign news.

If you want to judge for your: 
self whether the news ‘columns 
show favor or disfavor toward 
particular candidates, here are 
some of the principal criteria: 


The relative size of headline 
type and prominence of front- 
page play given to the two can- 
didates. 


The size of pictures and rela- 
tive display of pictures given to 
the candidates and their news- 
making activities. 

Whether a newspaper assigns 
a staff correspondent to one or 
both of the presidential candi- 
dates. 

Whether a newspaper prints 
much more of the texts of one 
candidate's speeches than the 
other. 

Whether a newspaper digs up 
» Ree own original critical ma- 
1érial against one side and not 
against the other. 

One reservation should be 
borne in mind. The measure- 
ment of space alone is not the 
most important; size of head- 
line type and relative display, 
plus possible bias in writing, are 
more significant. 

It is certainly proper for news- 
papers to advocate editorially 
their honest’ convictions. But it 
is my view that newspapers ex- 
ert greater influence and gain 
credentials with their readers by 
covering the news with all the 
objectivity humanly possible. 
Readers are entitled to the raw 
material of fact on which to base 
their own opinions.

Foot Fungi

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7—A dis- 


tinct relationship between rheu- 
matoid arthritis and fungus di- 


sease of the human foot was 
described today before the Mid- 
Atlantic Podiatry Seminary by a 
member of the New York Acad- 
emy of Science. 

Marvin Steinberg of the Jewish 
Memorial Hospital told about his 
clinical studies of more than 900 
cases. He said that constancy in 
these cases of rheumatoid arth- 
ritic conditions during fungus 
flareups in the foot had mini- 
mized the possibility of chance 
or coincidence. 


CULTURAL STUDIES 


Steinberg said that in cultural 
studies from skin debris of the 
feet almost all arthritics had had 
positive cultures for fungi, while 
non-arthritics frequently had had 
negative cultures. Rheumatoid 
arthritis is a painful and some- 
times crippling disease of the 
joints. 

Steinberg said meticulous treat- 
ment of this fungus disease us- 
ually had been followed by re- 
mission of the arthritis. 

In a high percentage of arthri- 
tic patients, the physician said, 
it was found that fungal products 
from the foot had been admitted 
in the blood stream. Both 
rheumatoid arthritis and athiete’s 
foot break out in the spring of 
the year, he noted. 


RARE IN CHILDREN 

“The joints of the foot are 
frequently the first structures in- 
volved in rheumatoid arthritis,” 
said Steinberg. 

He also pointed out in support 
of his theory that “true rheuma- 
toid arthritis is rare in children 
under 12 years of age and so is 
fungus disease equally rare in 
this age group.”

RABAT, Morocco, Oct, 7—The 
United States has renounced its 


extra-territorial treaty rights in 


Morocco, the foreign ministry 
announced tonight. 

«When .it became clear early 
this year that Morocco was to 
‘achieve independence, fhe State 
Department announced its inten- 
tion to renounce extraterritorial- 
ity at the ‘appropriate time.” 
An enabling -bill subsequently 
was passed by and 
signed by President Eisenhower 
in August. 

This means that American 
residents here no longer will 
have the privilege of trial by 
United States consular courts, 
but will be subject, like other 
residents, to Moroccan justice. 

It also means the United States: 
no longer can extend its protec-

BIGGEST VICTORY 

In 1952, when Eisenhower carried 
Ohio by a margin of 500,000 votes 
of 3,700,00 cast, Lausche won by 
more than 425,000 votes, scoring his 
biggest victory. Two years ago, 
the Lausche gubernatorial margin 
was 212,000 votes out of nearly 
2,600,000 cast. In the same election 
Bender edged out Sen. Thomas A. 
(Burke, Democrat, by 2,970 votes, 
to win the Taft seat. 

“‘We think George is gaining,” a 
Republican leader said, ‘but you've 
got to give Lausche a big edge.” 

The Times survey of Ohio clearly 
indicated that here, as in other 
Midwestern states, Eisenhower had 
lost ground since 1952. It showed 
that the President was still leading 
but that his margin of victory this 
time was not likely to be of land- 
slide proportions. 

Interviews with voters on farms 
and in cities brought out two 
main reasons why the President 
has lost ground in the last four 
years: 

FARM, HEALTH ISSUES 


The decline in farm prices, 
which has caused discontent 
among farmers. 

The health issue, arising from 
the President’s age of 65, his 
heart attack and abdominal op- 
eration, all of which have created 
doubts as to whether he could 
survive another four-year term. 
“But I don’t see how we can 
overtake the big Eisenhower 
lead,”’ one Democratic leader 
said. “‘His personal popularity 
still is very high. The main thing 
is peace, and most women and a 
lot of men will vote for him for 
that reason if no other. 
“Except on the farms, and it is 
largely the little farmer who is 
being hurt, there is prosperity. 
We've got more jobs than we’ve 
ever had.” 

But the Republicans still rate 
this as a tough fight and are tak- 
ing nothing for granted. Their 
own polls and private soundings 


_|show that the farm vote shift 


away from the President is high- 


er than they had thought a few 
months ago. 


.|DISALLE GAINS 


What is puzzling the Republi- 
cans is a sudden-spurt in the last 
few weeks by the Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate, Disalle. 
He has been moving up on 
O’Neill, who is the state attorney 
general. The outlook now is for 
a closer race than seemed likely 
a few months ago. 

Republicans believe they have 
a good chance to pick up one 
House seat in Ohio. The Ohio 
congressional delegation consists 
of 17 Republicans and eight Dem- 
ocrats.

~ Royal Discord Reports 


A “solution of the difficulties” 
was announced by Queen Juliana 
and Prince Bernhard last Aug. 
24. However, the court, govern 
ment and diplomats are once 
again talking gravely of palace 
discord that could reach the pro- 
portions of a crisis if not soon 
cleared away. 

These apprehensions have been
